We 
are ready to fight today in a war 
of Uberation to avold a war of sla- 
very tomorrow. Call your sons and 
daughters back from Palestine now. 
Otherwise you: risk never secing 
them. egain.” 

No specific charges have yet been 
plao:d against the alleged plotters, 
who were held Incommunicado, 
Under French Jaw, they ean be held- 
for 48 hours without charges, with- 
out Jawyers and without notification 
to the Embassies of their native 
countrics, 

The Jiws were believed to have 
been trapped on the basis of informa- 
tlon furnished to the Ministry of the 
Interlor by what the French press 
called a “mysterlous personage well
